London, Oot. 16 —A .dispatch to the 
Daily Nswb from Constantinople Baya : 
" Reliable news has been received hBro that 
fifty Armenians wore killed and a number 
wounded at Althlaaar, in the villayob of 
Adin, on tho Anatolian railway, by a Mob 
lom mob. Tho slaughter occurred on Oj 
bober 9, which was market diy, when many 
Armenians had gathered from adj \oenb vil- 
luges. Early in tho morning a Turkish 
rough, finding that tho Armenians were not 
armed, picked a quarrol and shot ono of 
thorn. Thoro was then raised on all Bide 
the crv, ' Why hesitate to massacre tho in 
fidols?'" A mob of Turks armed with ro 
volvers then looted the markot and mas 
aaored tho holplcsa Armenians. Their 
bodies were thrown into the wolls. It ia 
stated tint tho mudir was responsible for 
tho attack. No women or children wore in- 
jured, probably on aoooant of tho arrival of 
the maimlkan from the village of Gievo, 
three miles distant, who made valiant 
efforts, at the risk of hia own life, to aavo 
tho Christians. Oihorwlse the massacro 
would havo beon complete, 

Tho pinio la reviving In Constantinople 
on account of this attack, aDd the Arme- 
nians uro again flicking into the churohes, 
The police disregard the eafeconduob aarda 
given to the Armenians by tho foreign cm- 
baBelea, and they inuulb and maltreat the 
holders of them." 

The Constantinople correspondent of the 
Standard blames tho Armonian revolution- 
ary committee for forcing the Armenians to 
close their ahopa and to maintain tho appear- 
ance of a p*nio when tho Armoniana them- 
selves are ready to resume buBlneaa. " I 
visited the prison," au^a tho oorreapondenb, 
" and queationed tho prisoners, and found 
thoro were no serious oomplalnts against the 
police, The inspecting commission senb a 
list of fifty Bix prisoners for liberation while 
I was there. The revolutionary leadera are 
responsible for the oontinuanco of the dead- 
look." 

Nowa reoolvod from Troblzind says a Bua- 
aiap poat&l stoamer la lying there with 2,000 
Christian refugee8 on board. Two othor 
veaaels, also full of refageee, are thero await- 
ing the arrival of Ruaalan ahips to transport 
them to Batoum. 

The Chronlole'a Constantinople advicea 
Bay that M. Camhon, the Frenoh ambasaa- 
dor ; M» Nolidoif, the Bosnian ambaBBaiiQr, 
and Sir Philip Currie, the B.-itiah ambaBaa- 
dor, on Monday preaented to Said Paaha, 
tho minister of foreign affairs, tho final de- 
mands of tho powers for Armenian reforms. 
If this ia not accepted an ultimatum will 
bo presented. No further modifioationo will, 
bo permitted. The achome drops the de- 
mand for a Christian high oommieaioner, 
bub otherwise ib ia almost Identical with the 
proposals of laat May. Ib Ib believed, how- 
ever, that Russia hesitates to force its ao- 
oeptance, beoauao she feara ultimate Ar- 
menian autonomy. 

Tho Chronicle, commenting upon the final 
demando of tho PowerB for Armenian re- 
forms, in which the demand for a Christian 
high commissioner was dropped, says : 
"We have had a slap In the face that a 
high-spirited poople ought nob to tolerate. 
We have to thank the weak-kneed cham- 
pion of Toryism ; wo need novor truBb Lord 
Salisbury to play tho part of tho strong man 
again." Tho Chronfalo'a aDger seems to 
ariao from the terms of tho proposition being 
no stronger than were Lord Roeebory'a laab 
May. 

Tho new American line Btoamahip St. 
Paul, which cloarod the bar at 12 50 p.m. 
Oatobor 9, on her maiden voyage to thla 
port, has nob arrived, and ia nob expeotod 
off the Needles until ihia evening, as thoro 
hae been a hoavy fog over the channel. Tho 
American line offiulula Bay there ia no at- 
tempt being made to ept>ed hor on her first 
trip, as her bottom has nob been oloantd 
since sho was launched, and aho will neces- 
sarily mako slow time. 

A dispatch to tho Timos from Athens, 
describing the growing discontonb with 
Tu' :ish rule on the islund of Crete, Bays 
that a band of 1,000 armed Christiana re- 
oontiy mot Fit Klima to potition tho Sultan 
to restore tho charter abolished in 1SS9 and 
for a reform of taxation and of the gondarm- 
ory. The governor of Croto aonb troopa 
against the petitioners, who withdrew to 
tho mountain faatnosaoa, whither the troops 
did not dare to follow. They new throaten 
to foment a rebellion in favor of annexation 
to Greooo Tho Greek government, fearing 
oomplioationB, doprooatoa such a Cretian 
movement, but tho situation ia poriloua. 

Tho newspapers of Metz issued Bptcial 
editions announcing tho arrival of tho im- 
perial party yeaterday. Emperor William 
oxpreased to the governor of tho imperial 
province. Prince Hohonlohe Langonburg, his 
greab Batisfaotlon at tho onthuBiastlo charac- 
ter of tho rocoption whioh tho poople had 
accorded him. 

Late in tho day Dameter Sturdzi, the lib- 
oral loader, auocoodod in forming a Lib- 
eral cabinet for Boumanla, in which he ia 
tho promior and minister of foreign Bffiira.

EXASPERATED ARMENIANS. 

Why They Made a Demonstration in Con- 
stantinople Aealust the Turkish 
Oovernment. 

In a communication to the New York 
Times dated Oatober 10, the Armenian 
Patriobio Allian thus explain the conduct 
of their fellow-countrymen residenb in Con- 
stantinople : — 

With a doaire to dispel whatever miann- 
deratandlnga may exiatin tho minda of aomo 
people, we bog to lay before tho publio the 
following explanationa as to tho true origin 
and meaning of the Armenian demonstration 
againab tho Porte : 

The true spirit cil tho Armenian move 
mentis not that of a revolt, whioh meana 
getting out of order, bub a forcible ten- 
dency to enter into order. Thoy aek to bo 
governed. 

" Tho Armenians, being tho reprosonta 
tivos of one of tha oldest civilizjd Chriotian 
ruces, and being beyond all doub'j ono of tho 
moab paoifio, one of the moBb Industrious 
and ono of tho moat intelligent races in thi 
world " — Gladstone — have been kept by 
tho Turkish govornmont constantly in terror, 
in poverty, and in ignorance through a eye 
tern of oppressive measures. Taking a new 
stop, the government not only rofuaod 
protect its Armenian subjaota ugainst 
burbarous tribes of Kurds, but has taken 
tho latter under offiolal patronage, armed 
and organized them into bands of authorized 
brigands, and has let them lcoje on tho Ar 
meniana. Tho last and most diabolical stop 
taken of late years was to organize all the 
state officials, civil and military, under a 
superior direction, into a body dovoted to 
execute, in the very name of tho law, tho 
horrible scheme of exterminating the Ar 
menlan Christians in Turkey. Formerly the 
Mohammedan, or Turkish, government sup- 
pressed the evolution of the Armenian race; 
now it ib suppressing the race itself. It Ib 
swooping atorm of "plunder, murder, 
rape anil torture " that ia passing over Ar- 
menia, auoh ae Armenia has never experi- 
enced in the course of 3,000 years of her 
oventful existence. 

The Armenians in the provlnoes, stupe- 
fied by terror, were powerless to move, 
though they would have been ten thousand 
timoa right to riae againab tho cruel hand bo 
fierooly driving them toward the abyss. Be- 
sides, thoy were withoub arms, and many of 
them without food. On their brothers in 
Constantinople devolved the sacred duty of 
raising a proteab againBb the Porte. Id Ib to 
be noted here that besides the 150,000 Ar- 
menian oltiz?na there is a fluctuating popu- 
lation of over 60,000 Armenians in Constan- 
tinople who have their families and homes 
in Armenia. These Armenians, true repre- 
sentatives of the Armenian provinces, at- 
tempted to present a petition to the Grand 
Vizier. They did it after having patiently 
awaited for long months the result of the 
European intervention on their behalf, and 
when they thought It was time to protest, 
they protested in a very orderly way. No 
European people would have done it bettor 
under the same oiroumBtances. It was not 
a sudden outburst of indignation, bub a de- 
liberate aotion. The Armenians are naed to 
restrain themselves, Their enduranoe Ib 
proverbial. But when, toward the end of 
the month of September, they had " the 
very grave intelligence as to tho imminent 
and disastrous withdrawal of the powers 
from further aotion in regard to the demands 
for effective reforms," their present appre- 
hension of Turkiah terrorism was overcome 
by tho proBpeat of being soon engulfed by 
the rising wavoa of fanaticlam unbridled by 
tho cowardly withdrawal of the powers. 

The Armonian demonstration was not 
merely <% protoat against the Porto. It bad 
a wider meaning, thongh generally over- 
looked. It was also a protest againab the 
powers. Ib has been amply proved among 
others by Canon MaoColl's work on " Eng- 
land's Responsibility Toward Armenia," 
that the deliberate dooiaion of the Porte to 
exterminate the Armenians originated in the 
platonio sympathy of the powers for Armenia 
and tho vain introduction of tho sixty-Arab 
artiolu Into tho Eerlln treaty, whioh pro- 
mised reforms for Armonia. The powers 
intervened onoe more after tho Sasaoon 
massacre, and, in order to persuade the 
Porto to adopt an inadequate scheme of re- 
form, need only diplomatic measures. Past 
experience had repeatedly taught Europe 
that tho Turk never eubmltB himself with- 
out being coerced. To vorbal argument he 
has never conceded an inch of Chriatian 
territory, nor an iota of law favorable to hia 
Christian subjects. 

Theso truths were ovor proaenb in tho 
minda of tho Armenians, who wero with the 
deopeat anxiety watching tho conduot of tho 
diplomaoy. They knew too well tho Porto 
did not mean to make the slightest conces- 
sion in favor of Armenian reforms ; thoy de- 
slrod to know whethor tho powers did 
earnestly moan to bring tho Turk to hia 
sonaeB. They had already grown tired of 
tho aiokoning dilatory tactics of the Turk 
and tho no less siokoning lukowarmnoas of 
the powora, and when they hoard of tho Im- 
minent withdrawal of Europe from further 
action they protested against tho intonded 
treaohory. Thn moaning of their manifesta- 
tion was this : Europo has both might and 
righb on her aide, and doea nob inBisb on hor 
right ; wo Armenians have no might what- 
ever ; we raiae a protest on paper, though 
we may be mussacred for doing bo. 

Tho Armenians, unleBS thoy bo a mon- 
sbroua exooption in the divine creation, so 
aa not to wieh to persist in existence, could 
not help trying tho desperate measures of 
moving tho powers to pity them. 

After theso explanations it Ib hardly 
nooeasary bo add that tho demonstration of 
tho Armenians In Constantinople was tho ex- 
pression of the tremendous disappointment 
of tho entire Armonian raoo, and not ab all, 
aa ib has boon supposed by aome, arranged 
by tho Bo-oailod HuntohagiatB, an insignifi- 
cant party, unpopular in Constantinople and 
Boarooly over hoard of in Armenia. We 
must say, in the interest of truth, that bho 
Huntchagists are by no meana " anar- 
chists"; we positively know that, though 
wo do not sympathize with their clamorous 
and foolish revolutionary proceedings.

The Much Debated Venezuelan anil 
Nicaraguau Questions Remain 
Unclianrred. 

Washington, Oot, 15 Sir Julian 

Pauncofote, accompanied by the Eirl of 
Westmeath, arrived hero to-day, aftor an 
extended tour through Canada. He was 
BBked concerning tho roported landing of 
British troopa in Brazil en routo to Veno» 
zuela. He attoohed no importance to the 
report, and said ho regarded ib as anothor 
canard. As to tho . seriousness of South 
American oomplioationB, tho ambassador 
had rocoivod no advices on the subjeot. Ib 
was clear to him, however, that no such 
movo would ba mado, certainly not by way 
of the territory of an outside power. 
Sir Julian will give his first attention to 
the coming convention to assemble here to 
reach an agreement as to the amount of 
damages to bo awarded to the Canadian 
sealers whose vesBoU were seized in Behrlng 
sea prior to tho Paris award. He will call 
on Secretary Olnoy to- morrow and arrange 
tho day when the convention is to assemble. 
Meantime tho personnel of the committee 
will not be announced. 

The statuB of the mnoh debated Vene- 
zuela and Nioaragua queationa remains 
unchanged, bo far aa the British oflioialB 
are lnformod. Minister Andrade, of Vene- 
zuela, says that the report of a foroe land- 
ing in Brazil was solf-evidently false, as ib 
was onb of the quentlon for troops to 
maroh the groat distance from the Brazilian 
ooaBt to Venezuela. If any snob landing 
was attempted ib could be made more easily 
In British Guiana, whioh ia situated muoh 
nearer the disputed territory. The minis- 
ter has received no word from his govern- 
ment, indicating that thero is any alarm in 
Venezuela. 

Minister Mendonea, of Brazil, Baid that 
the report that British soldiers were cross- 
ing Brazil waB manifestly false, inasmuch as 
Brazil was about tho sizo of the United 
States, and it was like a report that troopa 
were crossing Amorica. 

At bhe state department the reporb of bhe 
invasion of Venezuela finds no credence. 
The enbire oolonial army of British Guiana 
numbers 200 militia, a force too small to bo 
effeotive in a e millet with Venezuela, and, 
bealdes, the British are too woll informed as 
to the rights of other nations to needlessly 
make an issue with a friendly nation like 
Brazil by violating her territory. Again, 
the partionlar corner of Brazil that such 
force would be obliged to traverse 
is an impenetrable jungle, and the 
route would land ib far back in tho 
interior, remote from the track involved 
in the boundary dispute. Ib is recalled that 
a similar reporb was pub afloat a f aw weeks 
ago, only bho scene in that oase was on bhe 
boundary of French Guiana, and the armed 
forces were reported to have been landed 
from a Frenoh warehip. As a faot, it was 
found later that the party Been was madi up 
of a tew gold miners seeking new mining 
grounds, and ib Is presumed that In the 
present cbbb the expedition reported Is 
nothing more than another mining party? 
going into the interior. 

DDRRANT'S ADMI8SION8. 

Important Matters Which He Dees Not Deny, 
But Which Be Tries to Explain. 

San Francisco, Oct. 16.— It is pointed 
out as a peculiar ciroumatanco, and one wor- 
thy of conaideratlon, tha6 In all tho ciroum- 
sbancea whero tho tostiinony of the prose- 
cution Ib material, Durrant partly admits 
the truth of tho occurrence, but insists that 
bho inoldente were Buggestod by bhe other 
side. Ho admits having a c mversat ion with 
Mlae Cunningham rolativo to seeing Blanche 
Lamont's body on tho second landing of tho 
ohurch belfry, bub says the Incidents were 
" suggested " by the reporter, and that he 
neither affirmed nor denied anything. In 
bho same way he says Dr. Graham " sug- 
gested" the advisability of furnishing him 
with notes of Dr. Cheney's lecture. The 
same admissions and suggestions aro made 
by him in regard to the material points of 
the testimony of atudonta GlaBor and Duni- 
gen, whoso notes he sought to obtain.

Browator, returned on Monday, after spend- 
ing a portion of two days examining tho 
Kosebery and others of tho arsenical group 
of gold claims. Mr. Susmann took the train 
WoBt on Tuesday ovoning undor ordora from 
tho C. P.P.. 

Vos. Howe, an experienced miner, and 
Gus Lund have taken leases as partners on 
placer ground on Carne's creek. They will 
work olght men during the winter, and part 
of tho force has already gone up the river. 

Tho Kamloops Mining and Development 
Company havo decided to transfer their 
assaying plant to Rossland. Mr. C. C. 
Woodhouse, jr., sacra tary and assay or for 
thf company, arrived on Monday morning 
and lofb Thursday evening for tho now 
destination, taking the entire outfit for a 
complete chemical laboratory and assay 
office.

Noxt season will witneaa a vigorous prosoou- 
tion of work. 

Mr. Snowden, of Victoria, ropresontlng 
tho Lanark Mining Co., mob Mr. Grant, of 
tho Maple Leaf, at Revelstoko on Tuosday 
morning, whon they wont on together to 
IlkolUewaet where tho minoa are looated. 
Ib is woll known that the Lanark and Maple 
Loaf aro adjoining properties, and that 
there has been a dashing and litigation bo- 
tweon them, Theso friendly Intorviows will 
probably result iu harmonizing conflicting 
latoroats, 

Some ore sont to R. Gilusha from the 
Gold Bug on Grouse mountain went 20 
ouncoB in gold. It is tho best value yet ob- 
talnod from Grouao mountain >ro. Tho 
ledgoa run aoroas tho line into the Colville 
Indian reservation. 

A group of mines on Lookout mountain or 
South Park mountain, aovoral miles south- 
east of town, of whloh little or nothing haa 
boon aaid, aro boing dsvoloped with en- 
couraging reaulta. Two of these are tho 
Emu and Kiwi. A mill test from tho ore 
taken from ono of these gavo $42 in gold and 
tho BhowlDg on both is very good. 

Joseph E Bosa, who was hero when tho 
first diacovory of gold was made Red 
mountain, has boen in oamp for a weok. 
Ho Is now a heavy owner in Toad Mountain 
proporties on which he recently had a fino 
offer bub rofuBod it. 

A strike of great importance waa made on 
Monday on tho Colonua, just north of tto 
Monte Crlato claim. Tho ground waa nob 
taken up till last spring, so unpromising 
was its appearance The man made an open- 
ing at a point noar bho centre of the claim 
and had not gone into the hill a foot until 
bhoy found ooppor stain and ledgo matter. 
Ib was but a streak at firat, hub widened out 
with each blow of the plak and eomo rich 
looking ore begin to show Itself. They had 
made considerable progress by Wednesday, 
when tho firab assays woro had. Throo 
samplos showed $G. r >, $133 and $38.20 in gold 
and an average of 374 P or oaai " °* copper. 
Id was ono of the richest oro bodios ever die- 
overod in tho camp, the copper being tho 
astonishing feature. Other samples were 
taken the following day, one of whioh 



showed S38 in gold and tho othor $84.80 in 
gold, and the two averaging 2-1^ per oent. 
copper. This last discovery adds to the 
growing importance of Monto Criato hill, it 
being tho home of tho Iron Horao, tho Even- 
ing Star, the Monto Criato and the Collona 
— all of very promising oharaoter. VeinB 
seem to run out from the Evening Star in 
many directions. 

Tit AIL CHEEK. 

(From tho Trail Crook Minor.) 
Captain Carter while walkiDg across 
Columbia avonuo near the junotion of 
Spokane street Baw a suspicious looking reck 
projocting abovo the now street grade. He 
broke off a fragment, whon an outercropplng 
of pure ore similar to tho famous Lo Roi 
and Wur Ejglo ores mot his gaza. While 
but a small portion of tho vein has boon un- 
covered, enough ia shown to establish bo- 
yocd question that a mlnoral bearing load 
with a good showing of oro on tho surface 
oxists to day in the strootsof Riealand. Tho 
find is situated on a mineral claim called tho 
Alice, now ownod by Bill Stoll and Frank 
Loring. 

Tho shaft at Dfor Park is down 07 foot. 
A drift waa run off to tho northwest whon a 
big oro body was found, ono of tho largest 
yet found in tho camp, bub the assay valuo 
is low. 

While workmen wero road building on the 
Maid of Erin ground they enoountorod a 
lodgo of mineralized iron cap about ton feot 
wide, probably a continuation of tho ono 
found furthor east on tho Robort E. Lea. 

In the Homostako two additional open- 
ings havo heon made on the hill weBt of the 
tunnel. In one of them whoro moat of the 
work has bBen done, tho display of fino look- 
ing oro ia enough to quicken the pulso of any 
mining man. 

Some vory rich ore is boing taken from tho 
Josie. Tho assays for a week past have run 
from $40 to J'.'OO in gold, 5 to 7 per cont. 
copper, and 4 to S ounces in silver. 

Tho wagon road to tho Evening Star dump 
waa completed on Monday, and aovorul tone 
of high grade ore havo boon taken from tho 
minos. 

M. S. Thomson, of San Franoiaco, who 
rocontly purchased an interest in tho High- 
land, has commenced development work. 

A seoond assay of the oro found in tho new 
opening in tho Iron Mask showed $121 in 
gold and a high porcontago of copper. 

The Crown Point is In fino shapo, tho ore 
having been found in aa Btrong a force as 
ever after passing the broak noted last 
week. 

A drift has been run along tho hanging 
wall of the Iron Horse, and u Bolid body Is 
being found all tho way.

Westminster, Oab. 16.— (Special) -The 
Riohmond fair, hold at Eburn yeatorday, 
was a deoidod auocoss, both in tho number 
and quality of exhibits and the crowds in 
attendance. The Hon. Col. Baker opened 
tha exhibition, .His remarks woro timely 
and to the point. He told tho farmers that 
owing to their now having 'to compote with 
farmers all over the world, they must loeaon 
the cost of production.

Report of tho Governor of Alaska - 
Diminution of the Herds 
and ihe Remedy. 



Alaskan Boundary Survey— What the 
American Party Has Accom- 
plished This Season. 



Washington, Oot. 15 — Jamea Sheakley, 
governor of Alaska, iu hie annual roport to 
the Secretary of tho Interior, says : 

" No one at all familiar with the paBt his- 
tory of the Bool Islands can look upon tho do- 
sorted rookeries to day and nob roalize with 
crushing force how great has boon the dim- 
inution of seal life, especially of tho repro- 
ductive cluse, tho females." 

He further says that tho claim that the 
excessive killing of souls on land is tho cause 
of the depletion is disproved by the statis- 
tics. Ho says that on tho rookeries now 
thero are many malo souls, while fomales aro 
scarce. Tho diminution Is duo directly to 
the killing at sea, where no discrimination 
au be made an 10 tho sex of tho eoala. 
Ho saya that hotter protection must be 
granted them than is afforded by tho Paris 
tribunal, and that tho schooners huvo not 
boon able to mako the usual catchoa this sen. 
bod, tho c itch of tho British veeaels biing 
not over 200 per vessel. 

The go\ernor says that tho remedy for 
this evil is simple, but under existing con- 
ditions its application is difficult, unless 
Great Britain has forfeited, by her recent 
action, all right to consideration, and the 
United Stutes holds with u Grin hand all 
vessels found engaged in destroylug seals. 
The remedy laid down by tho Paris tribunal 
has proved i a failure. Tho governor says 
that 15,000 skinH woro taken on the islands 
this year, and ,'!8,000 wore taken by poach- 
ers, 75 per cent, ot which wero females. Tho 
governor says that tho patrol of tho sea by 
tho United States has been of the beat, and 
tho government has aoted in good faith in 
Its efforts to enforce the Paris tribunal 

The governor disoassea at somo length tho 
mining industry of Alaska, and says that 
the production indicates that it will bo 
profitable and permanent Industry. The 
laws of the mining country aro administered 
by the miners themsolveB, and it 1b wholly 
lmpraotioablo to try to exercise government! 
control of the mines at present. 

Upon the subject of tho Alaskan bound- 
ary, the governor saya : " The people of 
Alaska over the whole country expect and 
believe that the government of the United 
States will defend and maintain our right to 
all the territory iLcluded within the bound- 
ary line of the fixed lino drawn up by the 
treaty made between Great Britain and 
RuBsia in 1825, and acquiesced in for nearly 
three-quarters of a ceutury without ques- 
tion or dispute." 

Superintendent Duffiald, of the coast and 
geodetio survey, has been informed that (he 
parties whloh the survey has had in the field 
in Alaska during the pasb summor have con- 
cluded the season's work and are now on 
Mary's island, waiting to bo picked up and 
brought to San Francisco on tho Patterson, 
which has been engaged in bydrograpbio 
work in Alaskan waters. Thero have been 
five parties from the coast survey engaged 
in the work in Alaska during the summer, 
under Meeara. Dlokens and Welker. 
Their principal work has consisted 
in tiling the point where the Portland canal 
oroased the fifty-sixth parallel of latitude. 
This ia the extreme southeast point of the 
Alaskan concession. Its looation will have 
a great deal to do with determining the 
boundary line batween Alaska and British 
Colombia. 

Tho work of last season consisted of the 
locating of Mount St. Ellas as on the boun- 
dary between the two countries. Next sea- 
Bon the more delioate work will be begun of 
running the line between these two points. 
England claims much more than tho United 
States concedes as to this boundary. The 
surveys so far made tend to confirm the con- 
tentions of this country. The longitude of 
mauy other points along tho coast north of 
Portland canal have also been determined ss 
a preparation for next year's work. Gen. 
Duffield saya thero la no longer any doubt 
that all of tbe Yukon river basin below the 
mouth of Forty Mile creek is Amorican ter- 
ritory, which includes the gold fields of 
that stream as far us opened. 

A TENNESSEE LYNCHING. 

A Negro Badly Mutilated and Then Hanged 
by un Infuriated Mob. 

MEMPHIS, Todd,, Oct. 10. — Jefferson Ellis 
was hanged from a telegraph polo at 1 
o'clock this morning by 350 men, within 
two hundred yards of the Bcone of his crime. 
Before hanging the negro tho mob cut off 
both hiB oars and all his fingers, and muti- 
lated him horribly. The mob, with tho 
prisoner, reached the homo of hia victim, 
Mibb Pattorson, after midnight. The young 
woman identified him ae her assaulter. As 
Boon aa this waa done, an armed Equad of 
men took EIHb from coneta'do Farrow aDd 
Btarted with him for tho econe of tho crime, 
tho fiercer element of the crowd boing in 
completo control. Crios of " Burn him " 
wero heard on all Bldee. Evon this fearful 
fate would probably have been a meroy to 
the negro, as eubsequont ovonts proved. 
Amid the shouts of tho mob, a man jumped 
to the negro's side with a drawn knife in hia 
hand. "Cub off nie oars," they cried; 
" Givo me a finger," Bhoutod ono man ; " I 
want a thumb," oriod another. Tho bjtter 
elemonb of the mob drow elf then, 
Baying they were nob in favor of 
doing anything bub hanging. Tho un- 
fortunate negro's protests wero not no- 
ticed. Being urgod by tho fiercest in the 
crowd, the man with tho knifo out off the 
negro'a right ear, and hold up the bleeding 
trophy to the full view of tho crowd. The 
negro screamod, bub tho other oar waB cut 
off a few moments later. Tho mob bocame 
wild at tho Bight of thia work, and those 
who woro mutilating tho negro found ample 
oncouragetnont. They noxt out off all his 
fingorB, und then tearing away a part of his 
clothing, mutilated him iu o horriblo and 
unmontionable manner. The mob was not 
even then willing to end the nogro's ngoDy ; 
they mado him stand up bo that all the 
crowd could eeo him. Finally, fully 
35 miuutea after tho torluro began, 
a rope waB pub round hia nook. 
Tho ropo was very long ; the free end 
waa taken by a man who olinibod a tele- 
graph pole, fully 50 feob uway, threw it 
over tho orosa arm; tho crowd jerked the 
negro to the foot of tho pole, and while tho 
mob shouted, tho bleeding and mutilated 
negro was Bwung into tho croas arm. The 
negro was next loworod to tho ground and 
his head cut from tho body with pocket 
kniveB, after which tho noose was put over 
tho feet, and tho headloas body swung up 
again. Ellis, on the afternoon of October 
5th, aBsaultod Miss Paterson in tho pro- 
Bonco of the Utter'd two little Bisters. He 
escaped from tho mob whloh gathered to 
lynoh him, but was oaptured nosr Mount 
Pleasant, Mist., and confessed to the assault

KOREAN CRISIS. 

Death of tho Queen Doubted- Her Escape 
From Poisoning In 1882. 

Washinston, Oot. 10 —There is still no 
olliciul confirmation of the reported assassin- 
ation of tho Q jc-ou of Korea, and, although 
there may bo political motives for u con- 
cealment for a time of snah a tragedy, cfli 
ciuls hero think it possible tho Qaeen may 
bo alive, un tlio dispatches are somewhat, 
doubtful on thia point. It ia rooallr-d tint 
a similar atato of ufi'iirn existed iu Korea in 
ISSli. and that) thon the report was circu- 
lated that she was doad. At that time thia 
Btime Xrii Won Ivun, tho father of tho king, 
who ia aaid to have led the last attempt 
upon tha Queen's life, attacked tho palace 
with a largo band of adherents and captured 
tho poraona of tho King and Qaeen. Tho 
Queen was condemned to bo poisoned, but 
by tho Bub'imo dovotlon of one of her hand- 
maids she escaped. The maid took the 
poison and tho Queen was secretly mrriod 
off by her frlcnde and hidden in the moun- 
tains, whilo tho report waa Bent out that 
she had boon killed. Tho Chinese govern- 
ment, which maintained ita suzerainty al- 
most entirely through the aotive support 
and sympathy of the Qjeec, took aotive 
Btepa to redrcts her wrongs, and. Bonding a 
largo forco ot troops to Korea, reinstated her 
and her husband on tho throne and carried 
Tai Won Kun off into exile In China, from 
whioh he was subsequently released. 

Two cable moasugos have beon received 
by Secretary Herbert to-day from tho Asia- 
tic station. Ono bi lolly announced tha ar- 
rival of tho gunboat Petrel at Chemulpo and 
the other simply announced the arrival of 
the Machlas at Shanghai.

LIBERALS AT MORRISBORG. 

It la worth noting that at the recent 
Liberal meeting at Morrlsburg, when the 
Opposition loader inaugurated his Ontario 
campaign, Mr. Johnston, the Liberal candi- 
date for the county of Dundas, bad no hesi- 
tation in paying what may be regarded aa a 
significant tributo to the abilities and party 
services of Sir Richard Cartwright, who was 
present on the oooaaloD aa a member of Hon. 
Mr. Laurier's staff. Mr. Johnston declared 
that Sir Richard had not been appreciated 
by hla own friends as he ought to have beeD. 
" However, he was able to stand up for 
himself, and he believed the time was com- 
ing when his services would ba properly ap- 
preciated by the people of Cane da." 

The Globe speaks of the meeting aa an 
auspioiouB beginning of the campaign in 
Ontario, but one can readily imagine the 
effect npon many of the throwing of this 
apple of discord among the rank and file of 
the Opposition party. What disappointed 
ambitionB must have arisen when the Knight 
of the Rueful Countenanoe remembered that 
hla old leader, Sir John Macdonald, had not 
properly appreciated bim and that hie pres- 
ent friends, the Liberals, bad been afraid to 
place him at their bead ! When he got 
down to the actual object of the gathering 
Sir Richard was, in his speech, afraid to pro- 
pound a remedy for all that ho affected so 
much to doplore. 

Mr. Laurier, in referring to tho school 
question, plumed himself upon his strate- 
gical skill and, comparing himself with the 
Duke of Wellington when in Portugal, aaid 
he was "within the linos of Torres Vedras, 
watohing tho ODemy." He quoted the re- 
marks of Marshal Massena, who had Bt»id in 
reference to Wellington : " Let him oomo 
down on the plains and I will thrash bim, 
but I cannot aaaail him within his lines." 
It is this very thrashing that Mr. Laurier 
fears, and therefore, repeated tho Opposition 
leader, "I am within tho lines of Torres 
Vedras ; I will get out when It auita mo, 
and not before." 

In regard to this declaration of Mr. Lau- 
rior the Mail-Empire Bays : 

" Mr. Laurier aaya ho Is another Welling- 
ton at Torres Vedras. The analogy is not 
quite perfeot, because tho results of hia gen- 
eralship havo yet to bo mado known. Still 
there ia something in tho claim that the hon. 
gentleman Is conducting himself after tho 
fashion of a military oommandor. He 
effootB audden changes in his policy, and ex- 
pects his followora to blindly obey. It is 
theirs not to reason why. * * * Tho 
statesman usually tights in the open for the 
triumph of some groat principle. Mr. 
Laurier, however, ia not ooncornod so muoh 
about principle as he ia about taotlcs. In 
Queboo he ' pronounoos himself bodily,' ac- 
cording to 1'Electeur, Toll-taker Paoaud's 
paper, ' for the re-establlshment of C9.th.olio 
aobools.' In Manitoba, on tho testimony of 
tho Tribune, tho Liboral paper there, ho is 
for provincial rights. Whereas, in Ontario, 
ho retires bohind hla Welllngtonlandefenaivo 
linea, protending that he dooa not quite un- 
deratand the question, and calling vocifer- 
ously for a commission of enquiry. • • • 
If wo proba tho Manitoba question to the 
bottom, it will bo found thao tbia thoory of 
atratogy, aa distinguished from honorable 
dealing, porvadea every move that tho Lib- 
eral managora have taken with reforonco to 
it." 



Because he had formed thla conclusion, it 
would appear that Mr. Field has undertaken 
to transgress a law whose necessi- 
ty and jusbico he doea not attempt 
to question. As far as we can 
learn, infection has indeed boon carried 
from the house of the complainant. The 
matter is one of more than ordinary impor- 
tance, and it would almost seem as If what- 
ever blams, if any, is attachable to the 
hoalth authorities, is that the provisions of 
tho by-law wore not more rigorously en 
forced, in which event had there been a real 
grievance it could have been vontilated in 
the courts. 



AN IMPORTANT MATTER. 

At tho mooting of tho City Council on 
Monday evening a letter was submitted 
from Mr. S. Field complaining of what he 
termed tho official tyranny of tho City 
Medical Hoalth Officor in enforcing tho 
sanitary laws. Now, it very frequently 
happons that in connection with health, and 
other matters too, thero aro not a few per- 
sons who imagino that thoy know more 
about how and when certain things should 
bo dono than those who have mado the sub- 
jects thoir special study. The complaint is 
In affoob that the Medical Hoalth Officer has 
manifested favoritism in carrying out 
the provisions of tho law, In fact 
3ha.li ho hlmaelf has violatod it. 



EVADING THE LAW. 

Daniel O'ConnoIl ia oredited with having 
said that thoro was no British Act of Par- 
liament through whloh it would not bo pos 
Bible to drive a coach and four horses. Suoh 
being tho oase in Great Britain, where the 
system was eo settled and tho people were 
regarded aB ao law-abiding, ib ia not to be 
wondered that in the United States, whore 
the " glorioua uncertainties " aro so numer- 
ous, tho mon in oharge of tho arrangements 
should have decided to bring off the Fitz 
simmons-Corbott fight in the very teeth of 
tho law, but In a State where tho people are 
not supposed to be particularly punotillouB 
and whero the distances are sufficiently re. 
moto to enable them, if need be— if not ab 
solutely to set tho law at defianoo — at least 
to Btretch lb to ita utmoflt limit and beyond, 
withoub any vory great dangor of conse- 
quences. 

According to present orrangomonta tho 
long talked of pugilistic controversy will 
take place in Arkansas, the conditions being 
changed to limit tho contest to a certain 
number of rounds, tho rofereo having tho 
power to stop tho contest when in hia opin 
ion it has become brutal. Moreover, aofb 
gloves are to be used. ArkanBBB ia not ea- 
pecially well known aa tho homo of a law 
abiding people, and doubtless is by no meana 
particularly well provided with aheriffa and 
deputies, Hot Springs, the place soleoted, 
1b at no great distance from tho oontre of 
tho State, la in a sparsely populated district, 
and under the powers conferred upon tho 
referee aooording to the condition of the re 
vised agreement, it may bo expected that if 
the contending parties are able and willing 
there will be jusb aa merry a mill as was 
ever engaged in. The managers have, as a 
matter of course, made their arrangements 
eo as to secure the minimum of risks, and 
the appearances are that on the lasb day of 
the present month ib will be definitely de 
oided whether " Gentleman Jim," of San 
Franclsao, or the "Rough Diamond" from 
Australia is the better man. 

A telegram reoeived yesterday announces 
that General Taylor haB been summoned by 
the Governor of the State who, ib ia said, 
has assumed plenary power under the low of 
183S to tako any Bteps whloh may be deemed 
advisable. That power is claimed to be the 
moat sweeping ever given to tho exeoutive 
of any state and overrides all other law. Oo 
the revised articles being snbmibted to him 
the Governor said that, he did not consider 
thore was muoh difference between a prize 
fight and a glove contest for a limited num. 
ber of rounds, and ho knew if these men got 
together in the ring they would make them 
fight, even If the intention was only to en- 
gage in a contest for points. 



ELECTORAL APATHY. 

Aa indicative of the difficulty there is in 
maintaining the public interest in politics 
even when the gravest issuos aro before the 
people, Ib Is noted that on the first day for 
the regbtration of votera in the city of New 
York the figures fell from 102,812 in 1894, 
to 89,107 in 1895,while in Brooklyn the drop 
wbb from 76,146 In 1894 to 60,586- this year. 
This is partially accounted for by the more 
complicated ayatom of registration, the close 
questioning and personal observations of the 
clerks being aaid to be, If not absolutely 
offensive, ab least deterrent in their in- 
fluence. Ib ia remarked that in some 3,000 
election districts it would need bub an aver- 
ago of four applioanta to refuse to answer 
questions in order to aggregate the whole 
deficiency. 

TbiB unwillingness ia much regretted by 
the besb wiahers in tho community in view 
of tho endeavors that are makiDg to aocuro 
the downfall of Tammany, whose boss, Mr. 
Croker, is this yoar bringing out oandldatea 
of tho moat objectionable charaoter. Be- 
sides, In view of tho Parkhurst crusade, it ia 
fearod that thia apathy will provo to bo un- 
fortunate, though, on tho other side, It may 
bo said that it ia not aa a rule tho best men 
who object to being scrutinized. 



EDITORIAL NOTES. 

A letter signed " A Native," appearing in 
tho evening paper of yesterday, was declined 
publication in tho Colonist for good and 
Bulfioient roaaona by tho managing oditor. 
Aa tho Colonist Is in poaaession of bho name 
of " Tho Writer " it ia an oaBy matter to pass 
with a smile the oonoait and "freshness" 
displayed in hia preface. His advooacy of 
Mr. Bostook and " ibo Broad street weak- 
ling," and his comments on the lottor of 
" B. C. Flrsb " oan well ba lofb to that 
writer should he deem thorn of sufficient Im- 
portance to require an answer. Tho state- 
ment of Hon. J. H. Turner would, however, 
seem to bo a complete refutation of tho un- 
seemly and unjaBtifiablo attacks which have 
been mado upon Mr. Barnard and the com- 
pany of whloh he is the manager. After 
roading that statement "A Nativo " should 
have had enough common sonao to havo sup- 
pressed a letter whloh was evidently, writ- 
ton in complete ignorance of tho subject. 



Most people aro acquainted from hearsay, 
if not by personal knowledge, with the 
Bowery in Now York. But it haa bocomo 
in tho words of some of its habitues a baoU 
numbor. There is, howevor, a movomont to 
restore it, or, as the New York Advertiser 



says, to make that thoroughfare as attrac- 
tive and busy as ib was in its happiest and 
most prosperous dayB. La present decadence 
is, i£ Is said, owing io the steady decline in 
business and oho uomparative abseroa of 
strangers on the street. To-day the Bowery 
is disappointing in its lameness. Indeed, 
ib is said that a later Thackeray would have 
no wish to hunt up and converse with a 
Bowery character, as I ho Rreat novelist 
hunted up aad conversed with the " Moss " 
of the old volunteer firo department. Pre- 
tending to acok information, 1 hickeray ap- 
proached the red-ahirted " Mose," who, 
with turned up trousers and cigar in hla 
mouth as nearly vertical as possible, lounged 
against a hydrant. " My friend," Bald the 
large and benevolent-looking Thackeray, 
" I wont to go to tho Bowery." " Well, 
sonny," replied the king of the Bowery, 
" you oan go, but don't stay long."

Lottors brought from tho North by ths 
Btoamer Barbara Bosoowitz yeaterday fully 
confirm tho reports of a second marine mis- 
hap at Tongaa Narrowa, reported In tho 
Colonist on the arrival of the laBb Danube, 
bub give few additional partioularB. The 
Portland, a small steam tug that has eeen 
long service on the Coast, was the ill-fated 
craft, and there Booms to be considerable 
difference of opinion in regard to tho cir- 
oumatancoa which prompted her abandon- 
ment by her captain and crow — who, de- 
spite tho fact that they believed thn steam- 
er's doom was Bealed, found no difficulty in 
making a landing on the shore. The steamer 
left to horsolf caught the strong ebbtide 
and was the next day ploked up forty miles 
uwuy by Porb Simpson Indians, who towed 
her in triumph home. Tho captain and his 
men were by thab time on board the City t f 
Topeka, whioh they loft at Seat- 
tle with the expectation, ib is 
said, of collecting tho Insurance 
money. Ab latest roporta tho Indians 
wero preparing to convert their prlzo into a 
combination aealer and gospel ship Hying 
the native Salvation Army colors — u pro- 
uiieed rival of tho Glad Tidings. Tho hull 
is very little damuged, if at all, and all 
necessary repairs to the machinery oan, ib ie 
understood, be made ab Simpson. The 
Portland, though a straDgor to Victoria, was 
one of tho beat known craft of hor size along 
tho Northern coaBf. Sho was built and 
launched on April 9, 1875, in tho Oregon 
city from which she took hor name, and for 
fifteen years Baw aorvioo on tho Columbia 
and Willamette. She next went to tho 
Sound and had been engaged In light towing 
there ovor since. Henry Wilaon waa her 
first owoor and commander, and moro ro- 
oontly Captain O. S Wuud had her business 
and practical management. 

a souvenir ok THE " ESTELLE " 

Anothor Bouvonlr of marine diaaster haa 
recently been found, bringing to mind tho 
torrible fate whioh befel the Victoria tug 
Estollo and her crew in Fabrurry of laBt 
year. Seeing the account cf the finding of 
tho Kewenawa'a name board in yesterday's 
Colonist reminded Captain H. R. Foot, of 
tho steam sahoonor Misohief, of a similar 
relic which he had soen last week when com- 
pleting a voyage around Vanconver island. 
He had taken the outside paBsage and when 
reaching Campbell river on the inside and 
homeward run he picked up two passengers, 
Dr. Currie and Mr, Morris, both of Nanai- 
mo. Thosogontlemenhadbeoncamping in the 
vicinity of Campbell river and while there 
discovered the gildsd board on which the 
lost Estelle's name wub insoribed. The two 
took passugo on the Mltchltf to Nanaimo 
where they disembarked taking with them 
the fragment of wreckage. The lost tug's 
mysterious disappearance after leaving 
Nanaimo with supplies for the Northern 
logging camps Is still frosh in tho memory of 
Viotoriana, and though wreckage indicating 
her fate has previously been found the pick- 
ing up of her nameboard at abrub bbo lame 
time aa that of tho Kowocmaw ia regarded 
aa a peculiar ooinoldenco.

A SUDDEN PARTING. 

Sir Richard CartwriRHt No Longer Attached 
to Leader Laurier's Campaign Can 

(From tho Mail-Kmpiro.) 
Sir Richard Cartwright, who mot Mr. 
Liurior at MorriRbnrg and epoko at two of 
his meetings, has suddenly withdrawn from 
the fight. He was to havo appeared at 
lirockville yesterday, but when tho pro- 
ceedings opened tho uallanb knight was well 
on his way to his homo at Kingston in a by 
no means happy framo of mind. It seems 
that Sir Richard was not mido welcome in 
the East;rn constituencies, and some of the 
Reformers thoro took no paina to conceal 
tho faot that they did not want him. His 
lugubrious orationa were received with lees 
enthusiasm than on former occasions, and 
there was an artificial parade of good will 
for Mr. Laurier, tho moaning of whioh Sir 
Riohard could not fail to grasp. 

In addition to thia thero was a curious 
accidenb at Prescott. Sir Riohard had just 
delivered ono of hie free trade speeches 
when Mr, Laurier followed on bahalf of reci- 
procity. Mr. G. W. Ross then made, unin- 
tentionally no doubt, an offensive allusion 
to Sir Richard. It will bo remembered that 
in the campaign of 1891 Sir Riohard, while 
apeaking at Oahawa, waa asked if tho Lib- 
eral party favored diaorimination against 
Great Britain by admitting American manu- 
facture free and taxing tho manufactures of 
Groat Britain. Sir Riohard replied, " Cer- 
tainly wo do. I will toll you why. Wo 
havo a parfecb right to manage our own 
tariff to suit ourselves. The interests of 
Canada demand thab wo should havo unrn- 
striotod reciprocity with tho StateB. We 
can only gob ib by taxing tho goods of evory 
country on tho face of tho earth except those 
of the United States. That is undoubtedly 
p»rt of our policy." 

Mr. Robs, apparontly forgetting thab dir- 
crlmiuation against Groat Britain was sound 
Liberal doctrine, soleoted thia vory subject 
as a point to bo dealt with. After assuming 
that tho exiting tariff discriminates, whioh 
it does not, ho proceeded to declaro that to 
discriminate " wob nob tho proper bhing." 
Tho obvious Blap at Sir Riohard waB more 
than tho Knight could stand. His irrita- 
tion, which Mr. Laurier had attempted to 
allay by tho administration of a fow com- 
plimoute, became tho more marked, and ho 
gave up tho tour in disgust. Thoro can bo 
little doubt thab Mr. Rosn' thrust was acci- 
dental. Tho hon. gentleman has in his re- 
pertoire a strong British free trade spoooh. 
It commences with a laudation of free trade 
as a method of abolishing paupers ; then it 
assigns all aorta of anti-British intentions, 
discrimination among tho number, to tho 
xnialitry ; and concludes with a blood curd- 



ling peroration, in whiah a Btanz* c,f tho 
i.ational anthem prominently figures. Tho 
speech was given originally at tho Maesey 
hall last Febr.mry, and as •» new departure 
is took vol y well indeed li was tmVepeeoh 
r -peatod >>>, Prescott (hat did the damage. 
Had M:. Rcsfl stopped 10 think of the logical 
consequence of his uttuck upon dieorinima- 
t : .on in Sir Riohard's preaeno3, ho con'ii liuvo 
left th'ic p vrr 1 u ',. 

The coldness with which Sir Richard was 
received wan not accidental, bur. w^a de- 
sign: (1 Ic waa vary clear that it in a con- 
nnuaclon of that conspiracy to drive Sir 
Riohard out of the party which manifested 
itself somo months ugo, ond has been kept 
up continuously evor since, When fightirg 
tho Oxford ond of tho campaign Sir Richard 
said to the assembled Lib3rala : —"I prorn- 
iao you ono thing I promiao thub all Canada 
shall ring wibh the names of those traitorous 
Reformers who, while professing friendship 
to my faco, try to atab me behind uiy buck. " 
How far tho dieliko for Sir Richard has 
gone it ia impossible to estimate. But 
whether widespread or not, Sir Riohard wo 
may bo ouro will not suaoumb to it. Ho 
may withdraw from a starring tour ; but he- 
will not bo thrust headlong out of public, 
life by men who havo done loss for tho pany 
thun ho has. Tho situation ia very peculiar . 
Among tho intriguers tho opinion ia enter 
rained that the party cannot win with him ; 
by his own friends thoro i i a feeling that tho 
purty cannot win without him. Perhaps 
both are right. 

Tho correspondent of tho Mail-Kmpiro at 
Brookville Buys : — 

" Sir Riohard Oartwright has ;;one homo, 
in what framo of mind it would bo difficult 
to say, He has occupied a somewhat uneu- 
viablo position. Ac nlorrisburg und I'rea 
cott, particularly tho latter place, ho was 
reoelvod by tho local leaders with ill con- 
cealed restraint, and somo were even heard 
to oxprees tho wish that tho member for 
South Oxford had stayed at home, whoro 
thero would havo been no fear of wounding 
Conservative susceptibilities. Then, too, 
all tho compliments going have been show 
erod on Mr. Liurier, to the palpable neglect 
of Sir Richard. So glaring were tho in 
stances of this that the leader hastened to 
allay any irritation that might have been 
aroused in his companion's breast by de- 
claring thab ho did not desire tbe position of 
chief, and that he would have preferred that 
the poBltinn should have been given to Sir 
Riohard Cartwright, bub his own wishes 
wore overrulod. Now that Sir Richard is 
gone tho Liberals seem to breathe more 
freely, and they wear a vory apparent air of 
relief, for they want Conservative votes, 
and reckon they cannot got them if Sir 
Riohard ia allowed to utter his diatribes."

HIDDEN TREASURE. , 

A Mysterious Iietter-Strangfl Invitation to a 
Montrealer to Go to Cuba and 
Obtain Particulars. 

(From the Montreal Star.) 
Mr. John Murphy, of Anderson street, is 
in receipb of a strange letter which was 
somewhat puzzling to him. It ia in French 
with a strong Spanish coloring, and is dated 
from Havana. lb bears the postmark of 
that city and Is dated October 5, and is 
signed "Juan Campos." The lector ia a 
very lengthy one and in ib the writer states 
that some months ago, previous to the out- 
break of tho rebellion he was a oavalry 
captain In tho Spanish servioe and that ho 
was induced to join the Central Republican 
committee for tho purpose of overthrowing 
tho Spanish yoke and establishing a Re- 
public In Cubi. He states ho was induced 
by his brother officers to make away with 
600,000 francs of tho funds of the regiment, 
togothor with 200,000 francs which wore 
subscribed and instructed to proceed to New 
York to purcbaBe arms and ammunition. 

Campos atiitoB that ho had no sooner 
reached New York than he heard that tho 
plot had been discovered, aud fearing cap- 
ture camo to Montreal, whero he remained 
for some months. While hero he claims 
that he placed 800,000 francj, which he had 
converted into United StatcB notep, in an 
iron chest which ho concealed in a hole in 
tho ground. After taking a topographical 
urvey of the ground and drawing up a map 
so as to be able to locate the treasure later 
on, ho decided to roturn to Cuba to look 
after his daughter. He placed the map in 
tho false bottom of his valiso, and thoro it 
has remained until this day. The captain 
hud not been long in Cuba when ho waB cap- 
tured by the Spanish authorities and brought 
boforo a council of wur. Ho was found guilty 
of deeertion and embezzlement and sentenced 
to Steen yoars' imprisonment in a Spanish 
fortress at Barcelona. 

Now c*omeB tho strangost part of tho 
Btory. The ex-oaptain is anxious to recover 
the money that he says he left near Mon- 
treal, and for that purposo wants Mr. 
Murphy, or some one in hia confi- 
dence, to go to Cuba to arrange with 
him as to the manner of proceeding. 
Campos alleges that he dares nob confide his 
secret to a Spaniard for fear of bjlng be- 
ing betrayed and being locked up in the 
military prison. He Ib willing to part with 
one-third of his fortune If Mr. Murphy will 
only go to Cuba, and bring the seventeen 
year old daughter back to Canada, so that 
Bho may bo presenb when the money ia un- 
earthed. The ex-oaptain will also hand 
over the map hidden in tho valiso with tho 
false bottom, and after Mr. Murphy has 
taken his share of tho money he is to see 
Miss Campos back to New York on her way 
home. Mr. Murphy Ib enjoined to the 
greatest eeorooy.

In tho Canadian club rooms last evening 
Oliver A. Howland, M.P.P., spoko on the 
subjeob of John Cabjt's discovery of Can- 
ada. He spoke for an hour or more on a 
plan to mark the four hundred) h anniver- 
sary of the discovery of North America by 
Cabot.

TO avold | misftpprehonsioa on tho part_of 
persons who'p'ropoBO to introduce Private 
BTITsBt'tho next session of tho Legislature, tho 
Speaker has directed tbo publication of the 
followin g ruling, which explains the distinct 
ivo cnaractur of Buch measures:' 

Every Bill for tho particular interest or ben 
oilt of "any persolTor porBons ifTtroaTtd in Par 
liamont as a Prlvato Bill. Whether it be for 
tho interest of an individual, a public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or other 
locality, it is equally distinguished from 
measuro of public policy, in which tho wholo 
community are interested -, and this distinc- 
tlon Ib marked b y th o soli citation of Private 
Bills by tho parties thomsolves whoso interests 
aro concornod. By tho standing ordors of tho 
Houao all Private Bills, or BIUb to amend tho 
same, are required to bo brought in upon peti 
tlon, and tho payment of fees by tho promoters 
is an indispensablo condition to their progro°B. 
Public Bills to amend Private Bills can be in 
troduced by a member of tho Government, but 
not by a private mtmbor.
